Introduétion to @ Series of Plates, re- 
prefenting Curiofities found in the 
Ruins of Herculaneum. 

HE antiquities found in Hercu- 
laneum, afer lying buried under 
the afhes and lava of mount. Vefuvius 
more than #700 years, have for fome 
time paft furnifhed entertainment to 
the Virtuofi of every country, where 

Jearning and the fine arts are valued 

or admired, 

The fpecimens, indeed, that were 
at firft produced as fhe works of ge- 
nius recovered from the ruins of that 
celebrated city, were not all genuine. 
Some artifts, of {mall repute at Rome; 
taking advantage of the eagernefs.with 
which every thing was purchafed that 
bore the namé of Herculaneum, em- 


ployed their talents'in IMITATIONS, - 


with a view of enriching themfelves by 
impofing upou travellers, and by fup- 
plying Europe with imaginary rarities, 
for which they found a very great de- 
mand. A 

This traffic was attended with fo 
much the greater fiiccefe, as the prohi- 
bition, which iis Neapolitan Majefty 
laid on ftrangers, not to copy the rari- 
ties that were‘fiewn them, nor to pur- 
chafe of the workmen any thing upon 
the fpot, had ‘rendered originals ex- 
tremely fcarce. And, as the fame pro- 
hibition has operated fo far to this day, 
as to confine the engravings of moft of 
thofe valuable remains of antiquity to 
the libraries of thofe only.to whom his 
Majefty -has been pleafed to prefent 
them, the public in general will} it is 
hoped, fhew proper regard, if to the 
Gentleman’s Magazine they fhould 
owe the exhibition of thofe curiofities 
which have hitherto been fo carefully 
concealed from their fight. 

The Abbé Winckelman has given 
a flattering defcription of the-paintings 
that have been found in Herculaneum, 
and other fubterranean cities that have 
lately been difcovered by the workmen 
in the progrefs of theirfearch. It has, 
therefore, been thought proper tg begin 
our collection with a tketch of the firft 
picture mentioned by that celebrated 
antiquary in his letter to Count Bruhl. 


Defcription of Plate No.1. 

The moft antient manner of pre- 
ferving the memory of great and glo- 
rious aétions feems to have been by 
fymbolical reprefentations, in which 
fome ftriking figures were introduced, 
that manifeftly chara&terized the ftory. 
This, however, gave rife to a variety 
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- his arms and-legs. 


of fabu'ous explanations, when nothing - 
remained but tradition to affif the bil- 
torian in his enquiries after truth. 

To this we may, ina great meafure, 
afcribe the many, incredible relations 
that are to be found intérfperfed in 
the works of the graveft” hiftorians 
of the middle ages. Perhaps: there 
is not a more notable example in all 
antiquity to illuftrate this obferva- 
tion, than that which is here exhibited. 


The ftory of Thefeus ane | the Mi- 


notaur. ig here evidently depiéted. The 
Mirotaur has the bo Bp man and 
the hesd of a bull.. Helies vanquithed 
at the feet of Theftus, ‘who ftands na- 
ked and unarmed with the youth and 
children of rete, rE to embrace 

ome deity is faint= 
ly introduced above, armed with wea- 
pons of war, and fhaded from fight 


-by a cloud, to Ggnify the unfeen power 


by which he was aflifted in the execu~ 
tion of his enterprize. 

The figtion is well known. ‘The 
Minotaur is feigned to be a monfter 
begotten by a bull on Pafiphae, the 
wife of Minos, King of Crete, by the 
contrivance of Dzdalus, the artificer, 
who formed the cow, in which the 
was placed to fatisfy her luf. This 
monfter had feven of the Athenian 
youth delivered to him annually, to be 
devoured ; when Thefeus, the fon of 
JEgeus, King of Athens, voluntarily 
offered ‘to go himfelf among the vic- 
tims, being refolved cither to kill the 
monfter, or perith im the attempt. The 
monfter was intrenched in a labyrinth, 
into which whoever entered, néver 
could find thé way back. Thefeus, in- 


ftruéted by. Aria*ne, daughter of Mi- 


nos, and prefénted by her with a clue” 


_of thread, boldly entered the laby- 


rinth. flew the Minotaur, and return.’ 
éd victorious... When he failed from 
Ainens, he was ordered hy AEpzus, if 
he fucceeded, to hoift a certain fignal 


"on approaching the Athenian fhore, to 


denore his fafety ; but Thefeus, for- 
getting the injun@ion of his aged pa- 
rent, negleted the fignal. The watch. 
ful father, feeing the thip, but miffing 
the fignal, threw himfelt fiom the rock 
on which he ftood, and perifhed in the 
ocean. So far the fidiion. 

The hiftorians, who report the fa&, 
vary, as I have faid, in the relation. 
Plutarch, in. his life of Thefeus, feems 
toinfinuate, that Pafiphae, the wife of 
Minos. had committed aduliery with 
Tauius, the King’s minifter, and that 
Dedaius, the artificer, fornd means to 
fkreen him from vengeance. He 
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He adds, that Thefeus flew Dada. 
lus and. Taurus, made peace with Mi. 
nos, and perfuaded his father Ageus 
to refign the crown, and conftitute the 
commonwealth of Athens, with free- 
dom to the citizens to eleé&t their own 
rulers, referving to himfelf the only 
power of commanding in their wars. 

Other writers of equal authority with 
Plutarch differ widely in their relation 
of this-ftory, and it is remarkable that 
they agree only in acknowledging The- 
feus as the founder of the Athenian 
commonwealth. It is, therefore, high- 
ly probable, that the whole compofition 
here exhibited might be the work of 
fome eminent ftatuary, to commemo- 
rate the glory of that revolution, and 
that the painter might copy the fubjegé 
from the invention of the fculptor. 


Jo the CueRGY of the CuuRCH of

rpPHE unhappy differences which have 
arifen in the Church of England e- 

ver fince the Reformation,upon account 
of the Articles to be fybfcribed by its 
Minifters, muft give every candid and 
fincere Chriftian very fenfible uneafj- 
nefs. That natural right of private 
judgment which belongs to every man, 
that liberty of prophefying which isthe 
gift of the Gofpel, and that bounden 
duty of every Minifter.of it to fearch 
afier and preach only truth, fhould 
have taught our reformers not to im- 
. pefe a yoke which, like the rabbinical 
traditions of old, is fuch as neither we 
nor our fathers have been able to bear. 

To tell the ingenyons young man, 
whofe mind has been led into scruples 
concerning fubferjption, that he is not 
forced to fubfcribe, is to tell him that 
he may ftarve; and it wil} accordingly 
happen, that themoft ingenuous, leara- 
ed, and diligent fearchers after diyine 
truth, will be the moft expofed to the 
bumane alternative. : 

‘But this is a fmall eyil compared 
with thofe which every man has ob- 
ferved, or may obferve. Our belt Di- 
vines have heen engaged in writing for 
and againft the Articles, to no other 
purpole but to thew mankind how ne- 
ceflary it has been thought to defend 
them, and how impoffible it is to re- 
concile them to truth and cemmon- 
fenfe. 

Thofe great and good men, Burnet, 
Clark, &c. &c. &c. what fervices have 
they done, when writing without re- 
ftraint upon the weighty matters of 
the Law! And how have their beit

abilities been watted upon queftiond 
which their underftandings revolted 
againft, but which, by the hard ne- 
ceflity of the times, were the only to~ 
pics to be difcufled. 

Our reformers, having fecurely efta-

AS. the propriety of fubfcription to 

articles of religion is at piefent a 
matter of debate in this nation, per- 
mit me to lay before .the.public, thro’ 
the channel of your magazine, a few 
reflections on this fubject.. 

It. appears from the hiftory of the 
Chriftian church, given us in the Ads 
of the Apofiles, that no adult perfon 
was received into her communion 
without a declaration of, his heart 
confent to the leading doétrines deli- 
vered by the apoftles, and firft teach- 
ers of chriltianity. If thou believefl 
with all thine heart, {aid Philip to 
the Eunuch, thou mayeft be baptized, 
A&ts viii..37.. Much lefs was any one 
adinitted to the office of Chrifiian 
paftor, without fuch a proof, at leatt, of 
his truly embracing the doétrines he 
was_to deliver to others. Thus the 
apoftolic injunétion runs refpecting or= 
dination: The things that thou baft 
heard of me among many witneffes, 
the fame commit thou to jaithful men, 
aubo foail be able to teach others alfo. 
2 Tim, ii, 2. icular care 


was, taken, that none fhould be ad- 
mited into the miniftry, but thofe who 
held faft the faithful ward, as they 
had been taught that they might be able 
by found doGrine to convince the cain- 
fayerse “LiirG le Qo When 
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When the books of the New Tef- 
tament were all collected, and joined 
to the fcriptures of the Old Teftament, 


this facred code contained the. articles ~ 


to which every candidate for the mi- 
miltry was to /ub/cribe; that is, to tefs 
tify his affeat unto, in. the frongett 
manner, before he could bz admitted 
to teach others, 

$o far is plain,:and, I apprehend, 
agreeable to the &ntiments of all the 
proféffors of Chriftianity. Buc here 
it uvsy~ be afked, Why is not this 
fimple apottolic method {till adhered 
to? Why are candidates forthe mi- 
niftry now required to fubfcribe to hu- 
man formularies, andthat by thofe 
who acknowledge the Bible to contaiti 
a perfect rule of faith and pragtice ? , 
The reafon of fuch conduét appears to 
rhe cleariy deducible from the very 
principles upon which the objeétion is 
founded. 

To make good my deduéion, fT 
fhail only defive tis plain pofition to 
be granted : That words, being only 
the figns of our ideas, are nothing in- 
dependent of their meaning. “Ivhis 
being allowed, it will follow; that 
when affent is required to any form 
of-words, it is to the meaning which 
thofe words convey, and not to the 
words confidered ‘in themfelves. And, 
therefore, when we fpeak ef fubfcribing 
to the holy feriptures, we mean (if 
we mean any thing) tliat fuch fub- 
fcription thoald be made, or affent' 
teftified, to the’ docrines contained’in 
the fcriptures, or the: meaning which’ 
the words of {cripture were defigned’ 
to convey. : 

While the fenfé of f{cripture was 
fixed by the interpretation of thofe 
inipired perfons who were employed in’ 
writing it, the words of feripture con= 
veyed the fame ideas to all the fincere 
mimbers cf the° Chriftian  clvurch: 
When any pérfon, under thele ci- 
cumflances, teftified his affint to’ the 
awords of fcripiure, it is plain, that 
hz affented to their trae meaning ; and,’ 
in this cafe, “anyother confefion of 
faith than the facred text was unne- 
ceffary. is 

But let us fuppofe, that while the 
doétrine of the Chriftian church wie 
uniform, and the whole body of mi- 
nifters ‘held the words of f{eripture® inf 
their true fenfe, that one thould have’ 
offered ‘titinfelf as a caudidate for thé 
minitiry, to whom the words of ie:ip- 
tie conveyed ideas diffefent’ from 
theie. they conveyed’ to the ‘church ;

cafe? The Chriftian paftors were bound 
fo require fub{cription to the {criptures, 
for this, we have feen, was enjoined 
as abfolutely neceffary;.‘bu@ in.the 
cafe now ftated, a fubicription to the 
awords of fcripture would not, have 
been a fubfecription to the /eriptures 
themfelves; becavfe the words did not 
convey to this candidate, their true 
meaning : fuch a perfon in fub{cribing, 
it is evident, muft either have teftified 
his affent to fomething which was not 
{cripture, or to words without mean- 
ing, which is, in effeét, to nothing. 
The Chriftian paftors, inthis cate, 
would have been under the neceffity of 
explaining the {criptures to fuch an 
one; that is, of conveying the mean-~ 
ing of (cyipture to him in their own 
words, and then of requiring hisaffent 
to the feripture thus explamed, or to 
their own words ufcd as explanatory, 
which amount to the fame thing. And 
whenever the words of {cripture cons 
vy different and oppefite ideas, to. the 
prrforis whofe duty it is to require 
fubicription, and. te thofe who are en- 
joined to fubfcribe, one of thefe me- 
thods muft be ufed, if the abfurdity 
of requiring {ifbf{cription to unmeane., 
ing words is ‘9 be avoided. 

Now, that tHe. profeffors of chrif- 
tianity are divided tn their interpreta- 
tion of the New Teftament, it is the 
fame thing (with regard to the matter 
of fubfciiption) as if there were more 
than one New Teftanient; and each 
party muft require fub{cription to their, 
formulary, upon the fame principle.as 
fub{cription was requised to- the words, 
of the apettles only, -whilft the inter- 
pretation of thofe words was uniform, 
To fuppofe the contrary, is to imagine 
that words are fomething befides the’ 
figns of our ideas; fomething. inde- 
pendent of the ‘meaning they convey.’ 
If, then, it is the duty of any Chriftian 
charch. to require {ubfeription. to the 
Bible of thofe who-are candidates for 
the miniflry; it is their duty to re- 
quire this fubfcription to the fonfe ia 
which they underftand the Bible 5° for 
thefe are not properly two things with 
refi e&t to any church, but are, in ef- 
feét, the fame.

Before I conclude thefe obfervations,, , 


give me leave to make a remark or two 


upon the petitions prefented to Parlia-.

That 
from the clergy of the eftablifhment 
being founded upon this principle, 
that all human formularies are an 
ufurpation of the authority of Chrift, 
and confequently unlawful, had its 
foundation in-a miftake, The defence 
of this principle, publifhed in_ their 
propofals, is full. of ambiguity ; for 
in that paper thefe two different pofi- 
tions are continually confounded, 
x. That it belongs to the right of pri- 
vate judgment for every one to deter- 
mine for himfelf what is the meaning 
of {criprure; or, in other words, of 
what church, he will be a member; 
which ‘no -true Proteftant will deny. 
2. That no church can require of her 
miniftcrs a fubfeription to any human 
formulary, or confeffion of faith ; 
which is the fame thing as to fay, that 
no church can’ require a teftimony of 
affent to the doétrines contained in the 
{criptures ; and this is manifeltly falfe. , 
The public papers inform us, that 
the petitioning clergy are now attempt- 
ing to obtain an alteration of the arti- 
cles and liturgy of the church. I can- 
not fay that 4 wifh them fuccefs (I 
mean with refpe&t to any confiderable 
alteration), becaufe I believe the pre- 
fent eftablifhed doétrines of the church 
to be agreeable to the true meaning of 
the holy fcriptures ; yet, truth obliges 
me to acknowledge, that fuch a defign 
is. not clogged with the abfurdities: 
which attended, the late attempt to de- 
ftroy all fubfcription but to the words

] LareLty took a journey into 

the country to vifit an old friend 
of my father’s, who is a grocer ina 
country town at fome diftance from 
London. 3 
Mayor gave a public entertainment, 
according to annual cuftom; to 
which he invited feveral of the 
neighbouring gentlemen and ladies, 
the members of the corporation with 


theif wives, fons, and davghters, and- 


the principal inhabitants of the 
town, of both fexes. And. as I was 
at my friend’s houfe, who was one of 
the corporation, the Mayor fen: me 
an invitation alfo, _- 

When the day was come, I found 
his wife and three daughters were 
dreffled out in the mof genteel and 
fafhionable manner, and at a confi- 
derable expence; for as the was a 
woman of ipirit, fhe was determined 
that none of the other thopkeepers 
wives and daughters fhould excel 
her and. hers, either in the good- 
nefs of their cloaths, or in the molt 
fathionable tafte; and to that pur- 
pofe had confulted a great milliner 
at Weitminfter. I aifo learned that 
they had been for fome hours that 
day, under the hands of a Frizeur, 
who had cuiled their hair, and raifed 
their heads above a foot high, which 
refembled in fome degree the caps of 
of the grenadiers, 

When they were dreffed, their 
finery brought on another expence, 
as is often the cafe; For tho’ it was 
a fine day, and the hall was not 300 
yards from the houfe; my friend's 
wife obferved, that it was-moft pru- 
dent to go in a poft-chaife, leatt the 
wind or their walking thould difcom- 
pofe their cloaths or their hair; and 
accordingly a poft-chaife carried 
them at twice. I walked on before, & 
with my hat under my arm | handed 
the mother out of the chaife, and 
led her to the upper end of the hall, 
where the took her feat, as being the 
wife of one ofthe Aldermen.

and afterwards alarge defert of fine 
fruit, jellies, fyligbubs, &c, with 


While I was there, the. 


wine and beer in abundance. There 


- were near a hundred perfons prefcnt, 


and the ladies were dreffed out as 
fine as they could be, fome with high 
grenadier heads, fome with other 
caps of various forts and fizes, and 
fome in their hair without any caps 
at all. They made a gay and {plen- 
did appearance; and the mufic, vic- 
tuals, and good liquor, made every 
one chearful, and in good humour. 
In the evening there was dancing, 
and a cold collation, fet out in the 
moft polite and genteel manner ; and 
a room with card tables for fuch as 
chofe to play. 

I ftaid at my friend’s a week after, 
and every day, (when his wife and 
daughters were prefént) the time 
was {pent in repeated obfervations 
on the tranfaétions of that day, the 
ladies dreffes, the magnificence and 
profufion of the feaft, &c. But one 
of them, Mifs Jenny, (wee pretended 
to. a fuperior knowledge in thefe 
matters) remarked, that there was 
not a juft choice made in placing 
fome of the difhes, particularly that 
a goofe was Sieeal next to fome 
ducks, and the like; and the hinted 
to us, that if the thould ever be 
Mayorefs, fhe would fuffer no fuch 
abfurdities and indifcretions; that 
fhe would have a greater fhow of 
plate, the fauces fhould be richer, 
and many other things altered for 
the better. 

In fhort, I found their heads fo 
filled with drefs and thow, with pride 
and vanity, that, though I had in- 
tended at firft to have propofed a 
marriage with one of them, I re- 
linquifhed my defign, being fully 
perfuaded, that, though I hada good 
trade, which brought me in above 
300 pounds a year, yet I could ne- 
ver be happy with a wife, whofe 
tafte and defires were fo much above 
both onr fortdnes, and whofe heart 
was fet upon thow,high life,and plea~ 
fure, which fhe could not. gratify 
without ruining Werfelf and me; 

When I returned home to London, 
I could not but refleé& upon the con.« 
fequences of public aflemblies, balls, 
concerts and entertainments..

am fure that many of the. Corpora. 
tion cannot fpe fo’ much. mon 
in one day, without fenfibly feeling 
it. 
But my chief defign is to confider 
the natural effe&s of them on the 
minds 
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soinds of the wives and daughters of 
the tradeimen and fhopkeepers cf 
the town, as the greatett part of the 
afiembly confifted of fuch; for daily 
experience fhews us, that moft wo- 
men-are ftruck with drefs and thow, 
are admirers and promoters of ele 
gance, politenefs, and magnificence, 
and have a ftrong talte for gaiety 
and pleafure. ' 

By going to thefe public diverfions, 
young women cf fmall fortunes ac- 
quire fuch a relifh for fine things, 
that a plain and neat drefs, a houfe 
only decently and ufefully furnifhed, 
and a plain and fimple diet, will not 
fatisfy them ; but when they marry, 
they muft have nice and polite difhes 
at their tables, muft always drink fo- 
reign wines at their meals, their 
houfes muft be furnithed with fome 
degree of elegance and tafte, and the 
milleners thops muft be frequently 
vifited, that they may be acquainted 
with the neweft fafhions, and confe- 
quently alter their own drefs as often 
- asa new mode'comesin. I have faid 
nothing here of that pernicious fpi- 
rit of gaming, which’ now prevails 
in every houfe that has the leaft pre- 
tence to politenefs. 

Thefe extravagancies were formerly 
confined to courts, andthe houfes of 
the rich and the nobles: but fince trade 
and commerce have brought great 
riches into feveral cities, they have 
infeed the citizens; and now they 
are {pread into the country towns; 
nay, I am told, that they begin to 
imake their appearance in fome vil- 
lages, where they have introduced 
private affemblies for cards and gen- 
teel fuppers. 

What mutt be the end of this im- 
moderate love of pleafure, drefs, and 
thow, of this great increafe of luxury, 
of this idlenefs and univerfal diffipa- 
tion, of this {pirit of continual ram- 
bling and padding abroad in idle vi- 
fits and trifling converfations, which 
~now fo pence prevail among the 
young women of fmall fortunes, who 
are early initiated in them, and are 
bred up from their childhood in 
thefe polite manners ?—what, I fay, 
can‘they end in, but poverty and 
unhappinefs?— This is one great 
caufe of fo any perfons breaking’; 
tor the prices of even the neceffaries 
of life ate nearly doubled in many 
‘places within the fpace of 30 years, 
‘aud what was then reckoned to bea 
handfome provifion, is now but a 
‘feanty maintenance; and therefore, 
‘temperance, moderation, and fruga.

was the following infcription :

This valuable Roman infcription, I 
fear, is veryimperfect. The letters 
IMR, I believe, were never uled on 
coins or ftones for Imperator, but 
IMP. I thould be glad, therefore, to 
fee a more correct copy, together with 
a drawing of the ftone, in order to 
fupply the prefent defects of the copy 
before me. Let us attempt a fmall 
variation, ¢* Imperatori Czfari Divo. 
Trajano Parthio, Filio Nerve, Tro- 
janus Hadrianus Auguftus, Pontifex 
maximus, Conful primus, viam Rates” 
(fecit.9 CXXIII. 

To the Emperor Czfar, the Deified 
Trojan, the Parthian, the (adopted) 
Son of the Deified Nerva, Trajan Ha- 
drian _.uguftus, the high Prieft, in his 
firft Confulfip, made this road to 
Leicefter. 


Still, I think, the Monogram VY 
is of very doubtful meaning, as it may 
not only fignify Via, but alfo Vitoria, 
&c. &c. Rate isthe Latin, or rather 
the Greek word (Paia:) for Leicefter, 
as ufed by Antonine and Ptolomy: 
Ratby, in the neighbourhood of that 
town, feems ftill to retain fomething 
of the old name to this day. 

The Roman figures CXXIII. may 
refer to Trajan’s viétory over the Da- 
‘cians, which occafioned him to exhibit 
to the people all ruanner of games, 
thows, &c. for123 days. Vid. Me- 
‘moirs de Literal. tom. II. p. 94, a la

~ riority of your Magazine, by con- 
fining it principally to fubjeéts of ufe- 
ful or curious learning, it may, per- 
haps, be not inconfittent with your 
plan to receive octafional obfervations 
on new publications. J therefore, fend 
you the following remarks which have 
accurred to me on reading a late pam- 
phiet, entitled, 4n Enquiry into the 
Seripture meaning of the word Satan. 
The ingenions author conjeétures, that 
the i:lea of fallen angelic fpirits is not 
founded on the authority of the facred 
writings, and propofes to examine ac- 
curately every paflage in which the 
woid Satan, or its fynonimous terms, 
occur. He has at prefent proceeded 
no farther than the Old Teftament : 
but, previous to his enquiry, has offor- 
ed an explanation of the paffages in 
St. Peter and $t. Jude, on which the 
doétrine of fallen angels is principally 
built ; and endeavours to prove, as’ 
weil from a literal tranflation of the 
original, as from the general connec- 
tion of the paflages, that they refer 
not to angelic fpirits, but to the mef- 
fengers who brought an evil report of 
the promifed land, and perifhed with 
their brethren in the wildernefs, in_ 
confequence of their unbelief. The 
rincipal difficulty in the epiftle of 
peur appears to me to arife fi - the 
hrale osipzic Code rapra errors e. 
Chap. “ay aa et author tran~ 
flates, having tartarized them witb’ 
cha‘ns of darkneft, and underttands by 
it that thefe offending meflengers were . 
jud‘cially blinded, The word raprapce 
occurs no where in the New Teltament, 
except in this place. I believe itis not 
to be found in the Septuagint, nor, as 
far as { can at preent recollect, in any 
profane writer. Scapula refers to Plu- 
tarch for raprapito » and explains itin 
a neutral tenle, tartareo frigore tremo; 
agreeably to which explanation, tafla- 
pow ma fignify the infli€tion of fuch 
an infernal terror. It is, however, 
extremely remarkable, that this ex- 
preflion of Peter correfponds exaétly 
with the heathen idea of Tartarus, as 
itis given us by Lucian. _ In his trea.

accounted for? Lucian was ridiculing 
the religious fyftem of his countrymen, 
and undoubtedly gives a juft :eprefen- 
tation of the opinions of the common 
people, He, therefore, could not pof- 
fibly borrow his ideas on this fubje& 
from the Chriftians. Peter was born 
a Jew, and had not been converfant 
with the learning of the Gentiles; be 
cannot, therefore, be expected to al- 
Jude to their mythology : or, if he had 
been acquainted with it, we cannot 
imagine that, as an infpired writcr, he 
would countenance the fugge(tion of 
idolaters by adopting their ideas. 
Upon the whole does not the phrafeo- 
logy of Peter, when compared with 
that of Lucian, ftem to countenance 
a local hell, into which thele ayysrors 
whether Jewith meflengers, or aporiate 
fpirits, are caft ? 
The order, likewife, in which the 
_ faéts are placed by this apoftle, feems 
to indicate, that the fatl of thete 
ayyedo is an event prior to the deluge 
and the deftruction of Sodom, whicn 
are both placed in their true chronolo- 
gical order.. This, however, it mult 
be confcffed, is not decifive; though it 
may leave the mind in fome fulpence, 
while we confine ourfelves to the epiltle 
of Peter. Butif we turn tothe epiftie 
of Jude, we thall, if I miftake not, 
find abundant reafon to embrace: the 
opinion which is defended in the effay ; 
for ‘we cannot avoid confidering the 
_ Jatter as an illuttration of the former. 
The author of the inquiry juftly ob- 
ferves, that the one is a prophecy, the 
other a declaration of its fulfilment. 
The apeltle Jude. wrote his epittle, 
when a men or falfe teach- 
ers, as they are ftiled by Peter, had 
arifen in the church ;_ he, therefore, 
wirns his fellow Chrittians againft 
them, and, to make a deeper impref- 
fien on their minds, direéts their at- 


tention to the epiftle of Peter, with 
which they were, probably, . well ac- 
uainted, and affures them that the 
things were then accomplithed which 
that apoftle faid fhould come. For 
this purpofe, he makes ufe of the fanie 
terms in the defcription of their cha- 
raéters, adopts the fame allufions to 
the Jéwith hiftory, and in feveral places 
tranicribes fo exa&ly, that a Superficial 
reader muft he convinced, that the 
epiftie of Peter was before him when 
he wrote his admonition to his’ bre- 
thren in the faith, Now, the defign of 
the apoftle Jude led him to add a cir. 
cumftance which clearly indicates in 
in what fenfe he underftood the 
of Peter. He falls, indeed, into the 
fame chronological irregularity ; but 
then, as he intended to warn thofe who 
were in danger of "being deceived, as 
well as to point ont the deceivers, he 


firft mentions the deftru&ion which 


the Tfraelites had drawn upon them- 
felves in the wildernefs by their un- 
belief. After this introduétion,- it 
would, furely,be highly abturd to break 
off abruptly, and talk of certain an- 
gelic fpirits, who kept not their firtt 
eftate, and are referved in chains unto 
a future judgment: But, if we un- 


.derftand the paflage as referring to

At night, about the accuflomed 


‘ hour, and’ in the fame manner, her 


Highnefs came to the play, called 
Exekias, in Englith ; which was played 
by ‘King's-College, and the charges 
thereof by them borne ; and then her 
Majeity went to her reit. 

This day alfo order was taken that 
cher. Majefty fhould remain here one 
day longer than at the firft it was ap- 
pointed; for her jeitis were to depart 
upon the Wednefday : and a faying 
was, * if provifion of beer and ale 
*¢ could have been made, her Grace 
<< would have remained ‘tll Friday,” 
her Highnefs was fo well pleafed with 
all things. 

Wednefday, Aug. 9. After the or- 
dinary leétures and difputations were 
dene, about 6'o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the Queen’s Majefty took her 

rogrefs about to the colieges, riding 
mm. ftate royal; ali the Lords and 
Gentlemen riding before her Grace, 
and all the ladies following on horfe- 
back. The Beadles waited upon her 
Highnefs, and in the fame manner 
and. erder as: on Sunday before. 

The Mayor that day came not a- 
broad, which was noted of divers, and 
thought fome part of his duty. 

From her. palace the went firk to 
Clare-hall, where the mafter, Dr. 
Edward Leeds, waited with his com- 
Spany, and received her Majeity with 
an oration. 

‘Then entered her Grace into King’s

Latin, Hebrew, Chaldee, and Eng- 
lith, which were made of her coming, 
and otherways fet up in divers places 
of the town, as is mentioned before;

Thefe books were accordingly made, 
and fairly bound, feverally; and de- 
livered to Mr. Secretary, who deli- 
vered the fame unto her Highnefs. 
And, riding about to the Colleges, 


_ Mr. Chancellor carried the books in 


his hands, and, at every College, pe- 
rufed the fame. ; 
From King’s College, her meer 
rode into Trinity-Hall, and from 
thence to Gunvill and Caius College ; 
ahd, in both places, was received witlr 


_ an oration, 


From thence fhe departed to Trinity 
College ; and riding, asin a lane,:in 
the midft of her company, came almoft 
to the eaft gate, where the Maftér, 
Mr. Robert Beaumont ftood, and 
caufed an oration in Greek to be made 
unto her Highnefs.

* He was born inaz15; M. Helve- 
flius, his.grandfather, was,phyfician to the 
“allied army in thofe long wars which em- 
ployed the .end of the Jaft century, and 
the heginnng of this. He there acquired 
~¢the higheft reputation, and.as a juft 1e- 
_qard for shis zeal and talents, the States 


from a father, whofe fortune, credit, 
and reputation were fo many creden- 
tials for hys appearing im the world ° 
with all poflible advantages, it was 
long before he thewed a difpofition to 
improve them. Educated at firft in 
the houle of his father, under the eye 
of an intelligent mafter, and after- 
wards placed in the college of Lewis 
the Great, he was never either the firk 
or the laft of his clafs.. Some colds in 
his head, to which he was {ubjeét, 
rendered him almoft ftupid, and, in the 
courfe of his firit ftudies, his mind 
feemed only to expand itfelf by the 
particular pleafure which he took in 
reading Quintus Curtius. Thus - this 
Pphilofopher, the friend of peace and of 
mankind, contracted, perhaps, from 
the life of ‘Alexander, that love of 
glory, which giving his mind a new 

ias, and a turn for ftudy, urged him 
at length to write again defpetic mos 
narchs or conquerors. ~* 

‘* When he had attained that age, 
in which the moral man ‘being fcarce 
completed begins to enjdy a dangerous 
liberty,’ M. Helvetius found an ob- 
fiacle to his progrefs in his own ac- 
complifhments : a moft guaceful figure, 
a genteel air, an uncommon ftrength 
of conititution, rendered him equally 
fit for all exercifes and all diverfions, 
The former excited his emulation, the 
others were the reward of it. But he 
foon found, that if the happinefs of 
pleafing is frequently the effect of ex- 
ternal accomplifhments, that of cap- 





‘General had a medal ftruck in honour of 
him. M. Helvetius, his father, went into 
‘France when he was a young man, It was 
enot Jong before he was there known and 
diftinguifhed, and he was foon employed, 
not only in the army asa phyfician, but 
alfo in many fecret negociatiins:; He de- 
ferved the confidence of the Duke-Regent, 
‘both as Regent and-Duke. Ina diforder 
swith which the prefent King was attacked, 
his advice prevailed, and the life of that 
Prince was preferved. He was at that 


_time phy'fician in ordinary. He was afcer- 


‘wards firft phyfician’ to the Geeen, was 
honoured by that Princefs with the most 
unreferved confidence, and enjoying a for- 
tune fuperior to his ambition, he employ- 
éd the*greatefQ part of it in relieving the 
poor, to whom he paid continual attention. 
In this habitual praGice of benevolence 
he found a moe falutary prefervative than 
thofe whofe fecrets he had learned from 
his art: in faé&, he grew o'd at court, 
maintaining his probity untainted, and be- 
ing always fuperior to intrigues, of which 
he was never the viGiign nor the inftrpmepr. 
tivating,

tivating, ef fixing hearts, is peculiarly 
anvexed to the. endowments of the 
mind... He was fenfible. that perfonal 
fuccefg is frail like the form, and that 
the competition which it produces, is. 
often dangerous and fometimes bumi- 
liating, Indulging thefe refleétions he 
was walking alone in onevof our pub- 
lic gardens, when he perceived, in the 
midft of a circle of young and amia- 
ble women, a moft extravagant figure, 
2 perfect contraft.. This was M. de 
Maupertius, who,. drefled with all tae 
grotefque and affeéted fingularity, 
which, he added to,,his. natural origi- 
ality, feemed the fole objeét of their 
care and attention. This fight, which 
would only have been ridiculous to an 
. @tdinary man, gave rife to a profound 
meditation in the mind of M, Helve- 
tius; be filently interrogated the paf- 
fions of his heart, and then he learn- 
ed, for the firft time, what they re- 
quired of his genius. » Their voice 
had always been too imperious for him 
torefitt it. Immediately dancing, ten- 
nis, and all his other exercifes, loft all 
their value in his eyes.; ftudy, folitary, 
filent ftudy, fucceeded to their place - 
and as this whimfical geometrician, on. 
whom nature feemed to have beftowed 
no favours but genius, was inceffantly 


prefent to his thoughts, his firft efforts 
were turned towards mathematics ; a 
{cience always ufeful, whatever pro- 


grels is made in it, becaufe it poffeffes 
the peculiar merit of habituating the 
mind to application. and combination, 
without which the genius remains bar- 
ten, and cannot even exift. The ex- 
pectation of M. Helvetius was not dif- 
appointed ; but his firft fuccefs having 
introduced him to the world in a new 
dight, the Temple of the Mufes was 
fpeedily opened to him, Its Apollo 
was M, de Voltaire, and his worhhip 
Mill fubfifts there, though his oracle, 
like that of Dodona, +has taken refuge 
in fequeftered forelts, and is no longer 
indulged but toa long pilgrimage. — 

«© Who could fee M. de Voltaire, 
without ardently defiring to be a poet? 
That is juft the fame .as faying, Aut 
infanit homo, aut verfus facit; or ra- 
ther, & infanit homo, & verfus facit. 
‘Succefs attended the efforts of the 
young praétitioner; and while his 
competitors made verfes, he was al- 
ready a poet ; witnefs his Epifties on 

. Happine/s; which he then began ; wit- 
nefs M. de Voltaire himfelf, who, on 
Moing juitice to his lively and copious 
imagination, has frequently added, 


i 
~~ no ner had. fach a talent as M. 
vetius for compofing dida@tic or 
philofophical fry; 2 talent very 
rare, and which includes mary more. 
“« A new purfuit however excited 
his ardour, and animated him. ftild 
more and more. The talte <* focte- 
ties, nations, and ages themfelves, is 
determined by imperceptible causes; 
and while, embarked in vain controver- 
fies, we. think we are.rowing in a 
ftormy ocean, we are only floor se 
a vatt river, of which fome by vigorous 
rowing outftrip the current,. while o- 
thers ineffe&tually. endeavour to ftem 
it.. There fome cruel pirates commit 
devaftations ; there. whole fleets pre~ 
pare for battle; but, the,victors and 
the vanquifhed are equally drawn to- 
wards that paciiic ocean, where doubt 
and truth have eftablifhed their domi- 
nion, It was then.the time, when 
hilofophy, having paffed fromEngland 
into France, began to make ‘her in- 
fluence perceived there ; a long peace, 
a gentle and moderate government, al- 
lowed men time to think and write: 
and.as it is the character of our na- 
tion to advance only by ftarts, and to 
know no bounds inher progrefs,/' E/prit 
des Loix appeared'on a fudden in the 
midft of her, not like a tranfient me- 
teor, but likea bright and beneficent 
ftar, which rifing above our horizon, 
muft foon enlighten all nations, We 
fhall not be furprifed to hear that its 
immortal author was the intimate friend 
of M. Helvetius, and perhaps this 
teftimony would be a fultcient clogi- 
um... But, whilft the Prefident de 
Montefquieu, the. viétim of a dange- 


-xous reputation, and immerfed-in the 


chaos of contradictions, was defend- 
ing himfelf alike from panegyric and 
fatire, M. Helvetius deeply ftudied his 
work, and it was net long before he 
perceived that, its only. fault was its 
not containing the firft ideas of the 


things which were comprifed in it. He 


was of opinion, that before Jegiflations 
were examined and cor i with one 
another, man himfelf fhould be fu. 
died, and the ftruéture of laws, to . 
which he muft be fubjeét, thould be 
founded on his own wature. Such ' 
was the defign of the book De?’ Ejprit, 
which, though fubfequent to 2 E/prit

noble undertaking. ‘His firft withes 


for a fatisfa&ion more engaging and 
more flattering than the vain pléafures 
of his youth, ‘had been defervedly gra- 
tified : the happieft and moft fuitable 
choice, ‘by fixing all his defires, had 
determined him to domeftic life * ; the 
eftates which he had acquired, offered 
him all the ‘Jeifure of the country ; 
fone lovely children grew up under 
his'eyes, and enlivened his retirement, 
from which he was with reluctance 
drawn in winter to mix again in the 
fociety of the learned, where he ga- 
thered, and in his turn diffufed, in- 
ftragtion. ‘Ten whole years of fucha 
perfect calm were employed in the 
compofition of a work, with which he 
was, if I may fo fay, beatified. Ta 
the ardour which inflamed him, «the 
facrifice of a place of Farmer- General 
‘was no Jofs to his difinterefted foul : 
and jn the difgrace which (ome opinions 
broughtupon him, that of a place-at 
court Was ino ‘preater lofs to ‘him. 
Contented with efcaping the perfecu- 
tion of thofe bodies who knew ho 
Bounds, he bent under the hand ‘of 
government, which ftrikes and fup- 
ports, which punifhes and protects ; 
and retiring to‘his eftates, he gave his 
‘enemies two years to forget an animo- 
&ty which he forgot in a day.” 

After sanalyfing with great preci- 
fon this celebrated work, of which in 
‘afew years there have been fifty edi- 
tions, and tranflations in all the lan- 
guages of Europes; the author con- 
‘gludes His élogium as follows : 

«¢ His countenance was no lefs fe- 
rene, when, fetired in the country, he 
fawat his table his tenants, the rec- 
tors, the ciirates of his parithes, who 
‘came to colleét ‘his numerous alms ;

ence: they will come and prodace 
mea thoufand proofs of his endearing 
goodnefs, of his tender -generofity; 
they will reproach me, ‘no doubt, for 

ng over in filence many aétions 
worthy of remembrance ‘and imthor- 
tality’: is bounty, they will fay, bas 
preferved our lives; the tears which 
be'foed over us made us love bim. . . « 
Ab! if I were to ‘anfwer them, that 
this father of the wretched was long 
the object of -perfecu'ion ard. ca- 
lumny ; that fometiines he muft-even 
have envied the quiet which accompa- 
nied their mifery. . . But, no; ‘let 
us rather far remove from our readers 
this fatal piduve, and fuffer them to” 
bewail the great, without making 
them deteft humanity. As for us, 
whom “a too tender fenfibility has 
blinded to our own ftrength ; for us, 
who perhaps are culpable, at this ms- 
ment, for thinking, like him, that, 
to exprefs juftly, itis fufficient to feel 
exquifitely, let ws contént ourfelves 
wi.h having feattered on. his tomb the 
flowers which he has allowed us to ga- 
ther. An abler-hand is readyto form 
a garland worthy of him. <Atast 
among fo many diftinguifhed men at- 
tached ‘to chim whom we lament, 
what can juftify-our prefumption, but 
an eternal attachment to his memory, 
and to the defi able. obje&ts of his 
love.”

Are the dangerous fymptoms, 
whith attend what is sneer pst 
cerated hernia,. occafioned by any pre- 
ternatural and extraordinary ftruéture 
of the tendinous opening in external 
oblique mufcles ?

Lord Mansfield, on an application fap- 

ported by thefe affidavits, allowed a 

writ of babeas corpus, direéted to Mr, 

Knowles, and requiring him to return 

the body of Sommerfett before his 

lordthip, with the caufe of detainer. 
Mr. Knowles ,oa the gth of Deg, 
produced the body of Sommerfett be- 
fore Lord Mansfield, and - returned - 
for caufe'of detainer, that Sommerfete

to carry him to Jamaiga, ant there fell 
him as a flave.

him into England, where he Iefc his

On that day Mr. Ser- 
jeant Davy, and Mr. Serjeant Glynn 
ergued againit the fctutn, ‘and ‘the 
farther argument was_poitponed till 
Eafte term ; when Mr.Mansfeld, Mr, 
Alleyne, and Mr, Hargrave, were 
alfo heard on the fame fide, After. 
wards Mr. Wallace and Mg. Dunning 
argued in fupport of the returm, and 
Mr. Serjeant Davy was heard in reply. 
to them. The determination of the 
<ourt was fulpended till the following 
Trinity term ; and then the court was 
unanimoufly of opinidn -againft the 
return, and ordeted: that Summeriett 
foul be difcharged. :

peans as. well as, Seapoys, mutinous, 
deferting te the enemy, thrcaten.ng to 
cafry off their officers, demanting an 
“augmentation of their pay, and difo- 
bediert to ali orders ; 400 of the Eu- 
ropeans had’ gone off-in a body to join 
the enemy before: his arrival ; he de+ 
termined therefore to conquer this mu- 
tinous difpofition before he would at- 
tempt to conquer the enemy, and ac- 
cordingly marched with a detachment 
of Eu opears, with 4 field’ pices, to 
Chipera. The very day or the day after 
he arrived, a whole battalion of Sea- 
psys deterted. He ordered a detach> 
ment from the army to purfue them: 
this detachment came up with them in 
the night, furprifed them faft afleep, 
and brought thom b.ck . prifoners. 
The officer who commanded-the de- 
tachment, -fent an cxpreis, acquainting 
him wich the horr he fhould, with ns 
prifone:s, be at Chipera, and he was 
there ready to receive them with the 
troops under arms. Upon their ar- 
rival he ordered their officers to pick 
him out 5¢ men of the worlt charac- 
ters among them; they did fo; thep 
24.0f the wortt of the 50. This be- 
ing done, he oidered a field court-mar- 
tial of their own black officers, and, 
after reprefenting to them the heinouf- 
nels, of the crime, ordered them to 
bring ticir Qrtence. They found them 
guilty DeatH, and left the manner of 
itto him. He ordered 4 of the 24 to 
be tied to the guns, and the artillery 
‘officer to pitpare to blow them away. 
Four grenadiers contended for the poft 
of honour in this horrible execution, 
and were indulged; the 4 battalion 
men were untied, and the ¢ grenadiers 
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blown away fir: upon which the of 
ficers of the battalion reprefented to 
him that the Seapoys would not fuffer 
any more of the men to be blown a- 
way. He then ordered the artillery 
officers to load the 4 field pieces with 
grape fhot,. drew up the Europeans 
with the guns in their intervals, and 
fent back the officers with orders to 
lace them(élves at the heads of the 
attalions, to order. their men to 
ground their arms, and if one of them 
attempted to move, he weuld fire up- 
on, and treat them as enemies. They 
did ground their arms, and did not 
attempt to take them up again. Six- 
teen more were blown away, and 4 
referved to. be blown away at another 
cantorniment, where there had been a 
deiertion fome time before, which he- 
ing executed accordingly, an'end was 
put to mutiny and defertion. 
_ General Menro proceeded to relate 
the fteps that led to the battle of Bu- 
xar, in which Sujah Dowla. was de- 
feated; and, had it not been for a 
piece of generalfhip in piercing.a pridge 
of boats, over which the greateft part 
of his army had paffed a rivulet, about 
2 miles from the field of batile, the 
colone! faid he would either have taken 
or diowned his. whole army in the 
Carnaffa, and come up with his trea+ 
fure and jewels, togetier with Coffim 
Ali Klian’s jewels, which he was in- 
forined amounted to between two and 
Two thoufand of the 
rear of the Nabob’s army, who had 
not ‘Leen able to ‘pals, were either 
drewned or ftuck in the mud; and 
about 2000 were killed in battle; rice 
and water were given to the wounded, 
which was a!l the affiftance they had. 
He was afked, if he was not offered 
a jaghife by the king ; he faid, he was 
in pofieffion of a jaghire of 12,5001, 
a year; but was perfuaded by Mr.

Capt. Young, Commander of his Ma-, 
jety’s floop the Weafel, having touched — 
at Teneriff in his return from the coatt of 
Guinea, had the curiofity to afcénd the 
Pike with a guide; whereon, in a cave, 
(the burying: place of the antienc Pa oe: 
habitants) he difcovered feveral dead 
fewed up in goats fkins, one of which nq 
opened, and difcovered a body perfeét, - 
frefh, and che features not in the leaft mu-, 
tilated : fome were feven feet long, and 
others five feet three inches. He exprefied- 
a great defite fo obtain one of thefe bodies ; 

but the Romith prie& made. many. objec- 
tions. Thofe, however, a little gold re-, 
moved, and he procured him a female 
mummy. The body is perfeé& in every 
particular, the bowels are extraéted, and. 
the fkin appears of a deep tanned copper 
colour. The hair is long and black, and 
retains the curl ; and the teeth, and hails of, 
the tdes and fingers,,até freh, According ~ 
to the tradition of. the prieft, and the ex-. 
tin@tion of the ancient inhabitants, it cannot 
be lefs than goo. years fince the deceafe, 
of this body.
